Tyrolian Peaſants he found there. The Elector him- 
ſelf, with his main Army, fell upon a Body of the 
Peaſants, that was poſted near Hal, kill'd 800 of 
them, drove the reſt to the Mountains; then attack'd 
Hall, and tho' he was repuls'd twice, yet he took it 
upon the third Aſſault, and deliver'd it up to the 
French, who plunder'd and burnt it.

ing ſeveral Spires off the Steeples; rolling up great 
quantities of Lead like Scrolls of Parchmear, and 
blowing them off the Churches, Halls and Houſes. 

In this Hurricane ſeveral People were killed in their 
Beds, particularly the Pious and Learned Biſhop of 
Bath and Welli, and his Lady. Several others wound- 
ed; but abundance more miraculouſly preſerved. 
'The damage done in London and W:ſtminſter was con- 
jectured to amount to one Million Sterling, and that 
of the City of Briſtol to little leſs than 1 50000 l. But 
it pleaſed God, that this Calamity was not univerſal,
